I said that is a wonderful idea and that I still 
was a life trustee for ANS but did nothing for it or participate in its meeting or activities because 
there were people still there who deprived me of essential information about the organization’s 
activities. I told him that my relationship with several of the staff was excellent. 

I told him that there was a non-announced activity by the Rittenhouse Society to celebrate 
my birthday and wondered if he knew about it. He told me he was not a member of the 
Rittenhouse Society, and I wondered whether he was too young 50 years ago when it was born 


and that I was made an exception even though I was too old when it was born.

‘The finest medallic art 
America can produce today!’ 


By D. WAYNE JOHNSON, Medallic Art Corporate Historian 


On viewing the Eric Newman Centennial Medal for the first time a 
sophisticated medal friend made that statement above. He is absolutely 
correct. 


Thanks to the support of the Rittenhouse Society members, who 
assessed themselves to obtain the best medal to honor a favorite member who 
reached the golden age of 100 years, the medal is a permanent document of 
that fact and their fervent endorsement. This medal is the first ever of a 
Rittenhouse Society issue, it honored a deserving recipient not only for his 
age but also for his numismatic accomplishments. 


The members’ generous support allowed me, as overseer of the 
medal project, to obtain the best numismatic tribute possible. I immediately 
commissioned one of the finest medallic portrait sculptors in America, Luigi 
S. Badia. Born in Italy, trained in both Italy and America, he has more than 
600 American medals to his credit with the Carnegie Hero Fund Centennial 
Medal and a redesign of their awarded Carnegie Hero Fund Medal most 
prominent in his sculptural portfolio. 





The Newman family furnished photos of patriarch Eric in a variety of 
views, with side views most desired for a medallic portrait. In answer to what 
would be most appropriate for the reverse theme, their response was “his 
books.” This was most significant for a Rittenhouse Society issue, since the 
Society encourages numismatic publication. 


Badia’s portrait of Eric, shown facing left as if viewing the historical 
past, was stunning. It is flanked on the left by a quill pen, symbolic of his 
writing and on the right of a scholar’s lamp for learning and education. 


For the design of the reverse I called on Joel Iskowitz, seasoned coin and 
medal designer with a dozen U.S. Mint credits — both Badia and Iskowitz are 
members of the art team of my new Signature Art Medals firm — so I knew I 
could rely on Joel, as I did for Luigi, for outstanding artistic perfection. 


But Joel outdid himself! He rendered a double shelf of books with 
the names of all Eric Newman’s thirteen published works. He worked in the 
charm of the Dollar Sign on Eric’s history of that, and his Early Paper Money 
of America in scrip like on the spine of the original book. Lettering on a 
ribbon on the obverse, was carried over on the reverse for the sponsor’s name 
— that is good medallic design to tie the sides together. 


But look at the top shelf. There is a miniature statuette of David 
Rittenhouse. And in the exergue is an open book with an outline portrait of 
Rittenhouse — from the 1796 painting by Charles Willson Peale — and his 
name on the facing page. Isn’t that amazing? 


Luigi modeled Joel’s reverse design in the same 14-inch size as his 
portrait obverse, first in clay then in plaster (no computer modeling here, this 
is traditional medallic art!). I had ordered the oversize pattern for both sides 
with the intent these should be rendered in relief galvanos, perhaps for display 
in Eric’s wing of the art museum on the campus of Washington University in 
Saint Louis. 





Even expecting the best, I was overwhelmed when Luigi delivered a set of models 
to me — the original set was promptly sent to Medallic Art Company’s plant in Dayton, 
Nevada — I could not contain myself in praise of what I was looking at! 


I turned to Luigi’s wife Kandy, who had accompanied him, and told her ““You 
know your husband is a great sculptor.” I didn’t want to gush my praise directly towards 
him. He needn’t feel embarrassed if I directed it to his wife. 


Just look at that model. You can see the lines of the hair in the eyebrow on that tiny 
statuette on the top shelf! Particularly in the silver proof. That is superb workmanship. 
The detail was sharp and crisp, indeed, on both sides. 


Good design. Good modeling. This was destined to be a great medal. I got 
feedback from the technicians at Medallic Art after they inspected Luigi’s plasters. “This 
is the finest pair of models we have ever received!” said my associate at the plant. That is 
exactly what I wanted, with the hope these would make a spectacular medal. 


Patterns were reduced, dies were cut. The single gold medal was struck and sent to 
me. I bestowed it to Eric in his hotel suite in New York City as his family looked on, two 
days following his actual 100th birthday. 


“Long life, Eric! And we are looking forward to your next numismatic book!” I 
said after bestowing his gold medal. 


The proof silver medals, with the finest metal surface possible, are encapsulated 
in plastic. No fingerprints on these. The bronze version medals were given a special 
permanent Old English patina, intended to hold that deep brown patina for 100 years! 
These can indeed be handled, touched, fingered, admired! for the next 100 years. These 
are, indeed, spectacular fine art medals, the finest America can produce today! 


PS: We got the green light to make that set of oversize galvano reliefs. “I know 
exactly where I want to put them,” said Eric. You will have to visit his museum in Saint 
Louis to see them on display. %

The silver medal is .999 fine silver. | had purchased what | thought was ample silver on May 29th 
at $33.24 per ounce. Since we are selling your medals at cost, that made the price at $195 each. 
The price of silver is now $36 an ounce so the cost will now have to be $210 each. 


| feel good that the Rittenhouse Society members who ordered early were the ones who got your 
medal at the better price. One member even order two sets. 


All immediate future orders for the silver will have to be at least $210. (If silver goes up to $50 an 
ounce like they predict we will have to charge $260 per medal.) 


Do send your check. You get the lower price for the silver, 2 @ $195 is $390; 8 bronze at $35 is 
$280. Make the check for $670. 


The plant at Medallic Art in Dayton, Nevada, was scheduled to strike both silver and bronze this 
week. | should have them by next week. | have to have the bronze given a patina finish here in 
Connecticut (where the best craftsmen at Greco Industries are located).

| spoke with Andy about this and perhaps he mentioned this to you: From the artist's plaster 
models you saw May 29th we can have metal reliefs made -- galvanos -- of either or both 
sides of your medal. These would be ideal for mounting in your museum as a permanent 
display. 


They would be made of copper the exact 14-inch size as those plaster models. You are 
familiar with the electrogalvanic process -- it is the same process as the Philadelphia Mint 
used form the 1850s to 1970s. 


(It has been replaced at the Mint by World War II technology of epoxy casting, but old-time 
firms, like Medallic Art, use both technologies. Medallic Art likes the galvano process for its 
greater fidelity to the original pattern, and for its more permanent long-lasting properties.) 


The reliefs come out of the galavano tanks in copper-red color. It can be given a patina in 
any metallic color -- or it can be plated with silver or gold -- for a permanent finish. 


Any of these finishes look ideal when mounted on a wood board. Walnut is ideal for the 
contrast, but cherry wood is also used. | had one mounted on black ebony once but it was 
extremely expensive. (It is best to have Greco factory mount these.) 


Or you can have it mounted on a wall without a wood board. (The factory will install 
hangers.) 


Galvanos this size are $800 apiece or $1550 for the pair. This includes the patina finish, but 
does not include the cost of any wood board or plating. 


These are made here in Connecticut at Greco Industries. | sent you a green sheet giving all 
the data on this company. | am having them place the patina on your bronze medals, the 
silver will not be finished as they have a proof surface on the obverse. 


Please give the purchase of these reliefs some consideration for your museum. It is 
a numismatic method of making a numismatic portrait (for a numismatic museum), Thus it is 
more significant, perhaps, than a painting or photographic portrait of yourself. 


If you would like these galvano reliefs made at this time -- | checked with the plant yesterday 
-- they can be made in time to exhibit at the Rittenhouse breakfast in Chicago if you would 
allow that. Otherwise it takes about four weeks and would be shipped to you in Saint Louis.

The popularity of the Eric Newman Centennial Medal is proved by the fact the silver edition sold out the first week. 
| purchased what | thought would be ample quantity of silver for the solid silver .999 fine medals. 


Orders for the last silver medals came in yesterday. | went back and purchased more silver yesterday for the 
second order (that's not a restrike or reissue). It is still the original issue. In fact, the plant at Medallic Art will run 
the first and second order at the same time (| was in time to save a second "set-up" cost). 

Remember, these medals are being sold to Rittennouse Members at cost. 


However, the first silver cost $33.24 an ounce. yesterday | had to pay $35.92 an ounce. Silver is that volatile right 
now. 


Thus the new price for the silver medal is $210 each postpaid, the bronze remains $35 postpaid, the set now is 
$245 postpaid.

| visited the plant of Greco Industries yesterday to inspect the two galvanos of your 
medal. Finally! They meet the approval of everyone involved. The craftsmen at Greco 
did a fantastic job. They are perfect in every respect. 


As mentioned in an earlier email they had to remake the reverse galvano a second 
time -- the first had casting imperfections near the edge (this is not uncommon in such 
castings). However, these are now absolutely perfect. And | concurred with the 
management at Greco with the decision to remake the reverse a second time. 


As you requested, they were given a "golden finish." Thus the gold color is in the 
lacquer applied to protect the surface. Had they been goldplated -- closer to the gold 
color of the medal -- this would have been much more expensive. However, if you 
are not completely satisfied -- in every way -- with the color or the finish, we can have 
this done. 


[They make most galvanos with bolts on the back for mounting. You mentioned you 
wanted these to lie flat for display. In the event you would ever want these mounted 
on a wall this can be easily done as well.] 


We apologize this caused such an unprecedented delay in getting these to you. At 
least we got them completed before your 101st birthday! 


They will be shipped to you today. You should have them by Friday.
